8. R. O, 18. — In exercise of the powers conferred bv sub-section (2) of a** 
Hon 213 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (X&I of 1923), the Central 
government is pleased to direct that the following further amendments ehaflf

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be made in the Indian Pilgrim Ships Pules, 1933, the same having been pre- 
,Ykmsly published as required by sub-section (3) of the said section, namely: 

In the said Rules— 

(a) In rule 118 — - 

(1) To sub-rule (1), the following proviso shall be added, namely: 

“Provided that in the case of a ship which is used for the oarriage of 
pilgrims for the first time on or after the 1st December 1949, 
the proportion of latrine seats to the total number of pilgrims 
shall not be loss than 4 for the first 100 and 4 for every addi- 
tional 100 or fraction of that number in excess of 100.” 

( 2 ) In aub-rulo (4), 

(i) after the word “door” the words “consisting of two shutters" 
shall be inserted, 

(ii) the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that in the case of a ship which is used for the carriage of 
pilgrims for the first time on or after the 1st December 1949 , 
each compartmont shall not be less than 8 feet 9 inches in 
length and 3 feet, in width and the door of the compartment 
shall consist of two shutters ” 

(b) After rule 119, the following rule shall be inserted, namely; — 

“119A. (1) In the Ouse of a ship which is used for the carriage of pil- 
grims for the first time on or after the 1st December 1949 there 
shall be provided on the deck a ladies' dressing room of the size 
10 feet by 10 feet. The dressing room shall be adjacent to the 
washing places reserved for women and if possible there BbaH 
be an intercommunicating door or passage between the washing 
place and the dressing room. 

(2) In ships other than those referred to in sub-rule (1), the ladles’ dress- 
ing room shall be provided as oon as they are fitted with bunks.”
